NKW YOBK, March 18.—The Colum- 
ian line steamer Allianioa, Captain 
"rossnuui, from Colon, which arrived at 
minuitine at H-.-15 a. m., yesterday, 
rought a startling tale of outrage at 
ea. Mareh 8, at about 7:80 o'clock in 
ie morning, when the steamer was off 
ae e »t end of the island of Cuba, a 
rigat tine-riKged 
man-of-war, flying 


he Sjanish flag, waa passed, steering in 
10 an oie direction at a distance of about 
mile and a half. 
The Allianioa sainted, and the conrt- 
ty was acknowledged, nnd reciprocated 
y the Spaniard. A few minutes later 
puff of smoke appeared from the man- 


jf-war'a bow. and a report followed. 
)his was followed but a few minutes 
ater by another blank cartridge. Cap- 
ain Crossman did not pay any atten- 
ion to the shooting, but continued on 
lis course northward.

Tho 
man-of-war then altered its 


course to follow 
the Allianica, and 


almost at once another gun was fired, 
md a solid shot came bounding toward 
he American steamer, missing her nar- 
owly. Two other balls were fired, but 
both went wide. The Spaniard fast 
h-opped astern, and, after a chase of 
about 25 miles, altered her course nnd 
lemled back. 
Captain Croasman can advance no 


heory to account for the outrageous 
conduct of tho Spaniard, and has writ- 
en to Secretary Grosham detailing tho 
fnct« of the incident.

WATSENBUBO, Colo., March 13.—At 7 


o'clock Monday morning two men en 
route to work at Konso, a coal mining 
o&rnp six miles from here, discovered A. 
J. Hixou, proprietor of a saloon, in a 
dying condition about an eighth of a 
inilc from his- place of business. Mr. 
Hixon had been struck on the head with 
a blunt weapon and was uncon&cionb. 
He expired within an hour. 


A general alarm was given and blood- 


hounds put upon the murderer)' trail. 
Iu a short time the well-trained clogs 
succeeded in running down four men, 
who acknowledged having committed 
the crime, and oac.li endeavored to lay 
It oil the other. L.ato yesterday after- 
noon an inquest was held, at which the 
guilt of tho four Italians was plainly 
proven. 
Their names arc: Loroii/.o 


bamuo, Jobatto Antonio, Pete Koszot- 
lu and Frank Annco. 
Hixon bomg A very popular man, the 


feeling among ochor minors and citi- 
jens iu general, grow to favor heat, and 
at tho close of the coroner's inquest, the 
prisoners were loaded into the wagon 
and started back to jail. 
At Bo.tr creek, a region where there is

OMAHA, Mareh 13.—During the early 


morning mass at Ht. Paul's Romau 
Catholic church Tuesday a party ot 
Poles, who were f o nierly members of 
the congregation but who were ousted 
by Bishop Kcannell, entered tho church 
and attempted 
to take possession 


Father Karminski, wbo was saying 
mass, resisted the attempt to capture 
the charch, and one of tha invading 
parties opened fire. Father Karminski 
at once drew a revolver and lired into 
the attacking party 
After a lou^- fusil- 


lade the invaders withdrew, leaving 
their wounded in the church. 


Those wounded were: 
F. Dai'gazzewski, shot through both 


legs. 
John Kozicku, shot through tho hneo. 
Joseph Inda, one of tho priest's sup- 


porters, stabbod and beateu over the 
head. 


Tho police wore at once summoned, 


and when they arrived they found an 
infuriated mob surrounding the church, 
and it was necessary for tho police to 
fight then- way into the church 
There 


they found the priest in possession, 
backed by five filter boys, and tlirxo 
wounded men lying in the aisles. Tho 
lenders of tlio mob wero placed under 
arrest and tokon to tho police station 
followed by an excited crowd. More 
trouble is- feared and another battalion 
of police is now ou duty in the neigh- 
borhood of the church. 


The trouble wus tho outgrowth of (Us 


sensions which have esi.sied in the 
church for two years. Bishop Scauuell 
removed the priest iu charge in spite of 
protests of the leading men of the con- 
gregation and tho matter was earned 
into tlio courts. For a time tlio church 
was guarded by tbo police whenever 
services were held, but three weeks ago 
the district court decided that tho bish- 
op should have possession 
and 
the 


trouble was supposed to havo been end- 
ed. The other faction, however, was 
dissatisfied with the priest in charge, 
and thero have been niutteriiigs amou; 
the Polos in the neigliboiliood, bnt no 
outbreak was anticipated by the police.

Sixteen Thousand Mun Aru Now Getting

March 13.—Official infor- 


mation has been received hero thnt 
Hartley & Marshal's Knterprise mine at 
Banksville and the Veiitme niiue of tho 
Saw Mill Run Coal company, at tho 
same place, had resumed at tlio Oil-cent 
rate. Both mines are ou tlio Pittsburg 
and Lake Erie railroad, and employ 
about 500 men. 
It was also reported at miners' hend- 


qu.irtors th.it the heading mines aio 
also working at that sc.de. 
Besides 


this there ore li.OOO men ut work at tlio 
union rates in th.> railroad mines, ac- 
cording to tho figm cs of the miners' 
omcials. Thus 16,01)0 men out of a total 
of ai,000 in the district are now at work 
at the «3-cont rate, aud the mineib claim 
that the battle ia prauncuUy won, us the 
rwmainmg operatois can not afford to 
keep their mines closed and lot their 
trade go to their competitors. 


The stnlio is not yet u wi-ek old and 


the miners feel that their bold, decisive 
action has won 1'or them the victory. 
Tho demand for coal is good and the 
visible supply is very bhort. Lake ship- 
ments will begin next month and the 
operators are m no condition to meet 
the orders which tlio opening of the 
lake trada will bring them. 


William B. Wilson, tho general mas- 


ter workman of tho Independent Order 
of the Knights of Labor, tho new labor 
organization, is in the city and is jubi- 
lant at the prospects of tlio miners. He 
feels that tho Iirst light of the new or- 
der will bo a winning one, and if such 
proves the case, it will icsceivo a big 
boom.

stevedores by offering to reduce rates 
and deal with the ships direct. 
Ships in haste accepted the offer, bnt 


the agents stood by the stevedores. Tho 
latter offered to pay more than the 
screwmen asked, bnt tho screwmen re- 
fused to deal with them. The agents 
offered to pay the screwmen their wages 
and place the stevedores over them as 
superintendents,

the screwmen 


again declined. Then the ate vodores be- 
gan importing colored screwmen from 
Galveston and the whites, growing des- 
perate, broke loose in riots.

[ pulled off tho overcoat and discovered 
that tho panther Imd ruined it. Tho 
oUws hadn't toncln d my flesh, though, 
for 1 \vora tlirto thicknesses of deerskin 
and two of wool under thoovorc'oat. On 
that trip of three clays I got flvo pau- 
thots and four wolves.

I had on a wolfskin coat, and tho wolves 
lugged it ont of tho pnn tho moment they 
got sight of ma. I pulled off tho coat 
and pat it behind n two, aud the {volvcs, 
when thoy stopped to look bade, acted 
as if they had boon scared by a falso 
alarm. 
When they saw that tho over- 


coat wasn't in sight, they didn't care 
anymore for mo than for asapiing. 
Thoy immcdiatoly returned to tho deer 
pon an bold as jonploaso, and I shot tha 
whole flvo aa fast as I could load and

THE FARM HOTBED. 


How to Make It and How to Manage It. 


Keep tbe Bed Fall. 


The ordinary botbed s,ash is 6 by S 


eet, a convenient size, though any old 
ash will answer the purpose. Construct 
lie frame as wide as tbe sash is long 
and as long aa it is desired to make tbe 
ed. Have 12 inches high at the front 
lid 18 at the back. Make a bed at least 


feet thick and extending a couple 


f feet beyond the frame all aronml of 
torse manure which has begun to heat 
ioleutly. Tread this bed down firmly, 
or manure thrown loosely together will 


t rapidly for a short tima and then 


jocome cold, but when it is made <,om- 
raratively firm it will give forth a gen- 
ie heat for six or eight weeks. 
V.'hcn 


:he bed has been prepared, place the 
rame upon it and bank it np well to 
he top with manure. It is now rearty 
or the soil. Use light garden loani 
which has been prepared tbe fa II before, 
'laoa five or six inches of earth on tho 
manure, leveling and fining with an 
ron toothed rake. Then put on the Bash 
and leave the bed alone for a few days 
jefore planting the seeds. If the seeds 
ire put in at ouce, the manure may be- 
toine so hot that the tender germs will 
ie destroyed. Aboat tho third or fonrth 
lay the heat will nsnally subside to 
about 80 degrees; then it will be safe to 
sow, according to American Agricnl- 
inrist, authority for the following direc- 
:ions: Mark oft in rows about four inch- 
es apart, scatter the see* thinly in the 
drills, cover with half an inch of soil 
and pat tho bod down over thu rows 
ifith a board or the back of a hoe. 


Radishes and onions do not need 


ironsplauting, but transplant tomatoes 
and cnbbage once or twice before setting 
n the open gronud, giving them more 
room each time; also transplant lettuce 
when it gets its second or third pair of 
eaves. Set three inches apart each way, 
and it will soon become large enongh 


nso. Always keep the bed full. Aa 


soou as ono crop is taken out put iu 
something else. 


Open the bed and let ia fresh air 


when the woather will permit. As it be- 
comes warmer the sash may be removed 
altogether during the middle of tho day, 
>ut must always be replaced when it 
iurns cool toward evening. 
"When tho 


water begins to gather on the inside of 
the glass, it shows that tho air is get- 
ting damp and heavy, acd if not changed 
:he plants will smother or the temper- 
ature will get too high, bat always 
avoid letting in a cold draft directly on 
lo tho plants. Water sparingly in cold 
weather and never when the sun is very 
bright, for the drops of water on the 
leaves under the glass act as a lens and 
burn tbe loaves BO that thoy will turn 
brown. For this roason in bright weath- 
er the watering should be done either 
in the morning or evening. If too much 
water is given, the bed will become 
soggy and dead, and tho plants will turn 
yellow and coasa to thrive.

On cold nignta or in stormy 
weather tho glass should be covered 
with matting or boards, or even hay or 
straw, to keep tho temperature from 
falling too low. A well managed hot- 
bed will more than pay any family for 
tho trouble.
